He would wot dwell apon tue
argument-which had been put forwaid against
it, but he depied that his conr:e was ndverse 1o
the wellare of rehigion and the Interests of
Piotestantism, He cemed that it comemplated
sny Invasion of the rights o' properyy, aud
argucd that Parliement, woich had the richt to
create corporations, bad au equal right to
extinguieh them.

The only means of estavlizhing that union
were religious hberty and ecivil equahty, The
bill would be conelusive, shutting out all con
troversy, but carrying with it no peosity or
pain. He proceeded to explain the bill which
18 interded to gointo effect on nud after Janaury
1, 1871, or as roon as it hes received the royal
assent, Commiissioners will be appointed for u
l—u-rh:d ol ten years to guard the property of the
‘hurch sud prevent the crestion of new out-
brenks.
